A Sew Bridge. The Commitfsioners
have decided to build a new bridge on
Washington street, to take the place
of the old wire bridge. The kiod of
bridge is not yet decided ou, but pro
posals will be advertised for for two or
three kinds of bridges. There seems
to ba a difference of opinion between
the Commissioners aud;the city as to
how much the city shall give towards
Uie bridge. The city offers $1,000,
while the Commissioners want $3,000
or $4,000. It is claimed on the part of
the city that it has paid a much larger
proportion of the bridge tax of the
county than it has ever received In
bridges, and that it is entitled to thia
bridge from the county fund. The
Commissioners claim that they have
$10,000 to expend on the bridge, and
that the law will not allow them to
go beyond that The bridge is a cou n-- ty

necessity, and the Commissioners
might strain a point without material
injury to themselves and much to the
benefit of the people.

The "Fourth," St Pat
rick's Total Abstinence Society and
Benevolent Association gave a pic
nic In Hunter's Grove. Previously to
marching out to the grove the society
met la City Hall and a splendid baa-n- er

was presented to the Association.
The presentation speech was made by
Miss Sughro and the reception speech
by Charles Sullivan. Both of them
were very graceful. The banner Is a
magnificent one, costing over $300.
The society then formed with Boos'
Band at the head and went to the
grove. The affair was a very pleas-
ant one.

At the same time St. Joseph's
Church Association held a pic-n- ic iu
John Myers, Grove. The procession
formed on Washington street in the
morning, and, headed by Harmonia
Band, marched to the grove. The
crowd in attendance indulged in quoit
pitching and other games, together
with beer which was on the ground.
Care was taken not to allow any one
to get intoxicated. Several speeches
were made and all seemed to enjoy
themselves.

Sad Accident Friday night Rocoe
Seewald, a son of L. Seewald, aged
about nine years, met with a severe
accident He was engaged in shoot-
ing a little cannon and after loading
It had put a slow match to it. The
match rolled off, without discharging
the cannon, aud Roscoe supposed It
was out He then took a powder
flask, containing about three ounces
of powder, aud held it over the can-
non for the purpose of adding more
priming. The match was still lighted
and ignited the powder, exploding the
flask with a loud report A part of
the flask remained in his hand, and
notwithstanding he was severely
burnt he ran to tUe back end of the lot)
and threw It intj an g. He
then discovered that his clothes were
on fire and going to the house took
part of them off and got into a tub of
water. About thfc! time assistance
arrived, his parents being away, and
he was taken care of. He was found to
be badly burned about the arms, face
and bead. He attempted to dry his
face with a towel after wetting it and
took nearly all the skin off. All day
Saturday ha suffered great pain, but
has since been doing well, aud it is
thought he will have but few marks
of the burns when he recovers.

roller man Injured. Saturday last,
before noon, an affray occurred in
Simonis saloon in which Policeman
Schleigel was badly damaged. From
what we can learn, just before this
trouble had taken place, a lot of fel-

lows in the saloon had been engaged
in a quarrel and bad been ordered out
A part of them returned and were en-

gaged in quarreling, when Schleigel
came in. He interfered and it is said
struck Friend Chidester with a cane
when the latter was not concerned in
the affair. However, this may be,
nearly all in the room were inflamed
with liquor, and Harvey Smith and
Cbidestar set upon Schleigel and beat
him unmercifully. Chidester used
bis fists in the melee while Smith
struck him with a short sword-lik- e

instrument that be generally uses to
practice the feat of swallowing.
Schleigel was badly cut and injured
about the head and for a time was in-

sensible. He was taken home and
cared for and is doing well. Chidester
was arrested and held to bail, while
Smith left for parts unknown. The
affair was a terrible outrage.

As to the saloon, there having been
so many fights there recently, Mar-fili- al

Mutschler ordered it to close up
for the balance of the day, and it was
done. If this course had been taken
long ago with this saloon the occur
rence would not havo happened.
Fights and rows almost innumerable
have tahen place there recently, and
no attention was paid to them noth-
ing was done until one of the police
got badly maltreated. That saloon
should, at least, be required to keep
as good order as others, which now is
not the case. The police are not as
attentive to their duty as they should
be,

lire Saturday. Saturday at noon
a fire was discovered in the rear part
of the house of John Miller on Mon-

roe stieet It caught between the
ceiling and roof and thus was a bad
place to get at The wind was blow-

ing strongly at the time, and as ev-

erything was very dry, fears were en --

tertained of au extensive fire. Citi-
zens with buckets kept the fire in
subjection until the engines got on
the ground. When the engines did
arrive it was some time before they
got to work, and then their efforts
were not well directed. This was ow-

ing, in a measure, to fie fact that so
many of the firemen were absent
However, everyone took hold with a
will and the fire was soon under sub-
jection. The damage to the building
consisted of a ruined roof,and damage
to the plastering, etc., from the water.
The goods were all removed from the
front part of the bouse and considera-
ble damage was done to that.

The need of an efficient fire police was
seen at this fire as at most others we
have had. There was no need of tak-
ing the goods from Mr. Miller's bouse
if the rear wiudows and doors had
been kept closed. Police could have
done that An attempt was made to
remove the goods from the house of
Mrs. McLain and it was barely pre
vented. Such things coutd be con-trol- ed

by the police and much dam
age saved. Adriatic nglne nesds
more hose and It ehould be furnished
at (once. It was very muclr short
at this fire.

Soddea Deatk. Mrs. Cram, relict of
John Cnim, was found dead in bed
yesterday morning at her residence on
Circular street It is supposed that
the cause was disease of the heart
She was sixty-thre- e years of age.
The funeral will take place on Friday
morning at ten o'clock.

We are informed that a riotr took
place in" Findlay yesterday. A sa-

loon keeper was arrested and pat i n
jail for some misdemeanor and the
other saloon keepers and friends at
tacked the jail, force! aa entrance
and tok the man out The Sheriff
attempted to keep hi prisoner safe
and was badly injured. Several oth-
ers were badly hurt in the riot. We
have no general particulars.

Since the above was in type, we
learn that the mob conn iuted of 150

persons. They went to the jail and
demanded the prisoner, "Daddy"
Dietsch. The Sheriff refused to give
him up. The Attorney-fo- Dietsch
came np just then and wanted to see
his client He was allowed to go in,
and several of the rioters. The Sher-
iff went to the prionr's .room with
them and tbeu left them for a mo-

ment On returning he found the
mob departing with Dietsch, and upon
trying to stop them he was struck and
rendered insensible. The mob then
took Dietsch and went to his bouse.
At the door of the-hous- they, met
with .an obstacle, Capt Crawford
standing there with a revolver to pre-

vent their going In and to have the
prisoner retaken. A woman came
out of the house and struck him on
the shoulder with the Lack of a hatch-
et. This ended the matter, although
several others were hurt :

Mr. Duffield was a man pa-t- t sixty
years of age, and during the adminis
tration of Mr. Lincoln held the office
of Marshal of Arizona. ' He had
amassed a large amonnt of' wealth in
mining operations. "' k

The New Postmaster-Genera- l.

Hon. Marshall Jewell wa. born in
Winchester, N. H., Oct, 24. 1825. His
father. Pliny Jewell, of Hartford, was
senior member of the firm of P. Jew
ell & Sons, tanners end curriers, and
at an early age young Marshall was
put to work in his father's- - tannery,
where he remained - Tor some years,
until he went to ' Boston-- , to perfect
himself in tne business of a currier.
In 1817 he moved., to Hartford, and
worked for two years in his father's
currier shop. He then relinquished
tne business and learned the art or
telegraphing, and.-bein- g an expert
operator, was engaged iu the office in
lioctiester, jN. Y., tjrom which place
he went to Ohio.:, and afterward to
Columbia, Tenn. vAfler the election
of Gen. Taylor to the presidency, Mr.
Jewell, who was a warm supporter of
the Whir nominees, removed to
Jackson, Miss., and was subsequently
elected Ueneral superintendent of the
telegraph line between Nashville and
New Orleans. He returned to New
York in 1849, and the following year
entered into partnership-wit- h his
father in the tanning and belting
business, and by his energy and skill
soon enlarged the business of the
house and gained for it a high reputa-
tion. Ho visited Europe iu JS59 and
1800 on business connected with the
firm, and in 1SC5 he again went to
Europe, extending his travels to
Egypt and the Holy Land. Mr.
Jewell has never been an active
politician, but he has always been in
sympathy with the Republican party,
comparatively unknown as a politi-
cian, he was elected Governor of Con-
necticut in 1SC9, and his record for
that year was so good that in 1871 he
was again elected to the same posi
tion, and the following
year, thus serving for three terms the
highest office which the citizens of his
native State could confer upon him.
On the 2oth of May, 1873, the Presi
dent nominated Uov. Jewell to suc-
ceed Hon. James L. Orr as Minister
to Russia, and in this high office he
has exhibited marked ability. N. Y.
limes.
